SELECTMEN’S MEETING

December 15, 2009

Workshop mode of meeting was opened at 5:15 P.M. Regular meeting was called to
order at 6:00 P.M. Minutes and warrants were reviewed and approved.

Frank reported that their week started on Saturday the 5™ with six plus inches of snow
falling through Sunday. Monday was spent working on the vehicles and running salt.
Sanding was done on Tuesday and the new truck was picked up. Eleven inches of
snow fell on Wednesday, and Thursday was spent cleaning up from the storm and
running salt. Frank worked for an hour on Friday checking the condition of the roads.
The intention of having the new truck is to take the Volvo off the road for plowing and
use it for salting/sanding only unless one of the other trucks breaks down. The van will
get cleaned off and it was asked if it is possible for a Town employee to start it up and
take it on a short trip each week to keep it running.

Chief Perreault reported a couple of runs for the Fire Department. There was a rollover
on Rte. 113 and another accident on Rte. 160. There were no injuries in either accident.
Old Engine One was sold and a check for $2,000 should be received by the Town
shortly.

Cindy Willets made a motion at 6:20 P.M. to enter into Executive Session per 1
M.R.S.A. § 405(6)(E) per legal discussion. Erik seconded and all were in favor. The
Selectmen returned from Executive Session at 8:15 P.M. No decisions were made and
research into the topics discussed will be ongoing.

Discussion followed on getting quotes for the doors at the Community Center. Julie will
work on getting estimates to replace the exterior doors. There is $39,250 available in
Capital Improvements — Building Maintenance which may be accessed to cover these
costs should it be deemed necessary.

A reminder that the Selectmen will hold Workshop Meetings the second Saturday of
each month starting in January of 2010.

Erik made a motion that was seconded by Carol to adjourn at 8:50 P.M. All were in
favor.
